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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 18 recites the limitation " the housing" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 23 recites the limitation " the housing" in line 6. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 



3. Claimsl 9-22 is allowed. 

Prior art fails to show a hysteresis ring abutting a peripheral surface on the rotor 
wherein the pole fingers are interconnected by a non-magnectizable material. 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Edelstahlwerke (8235610.6) in view of Fehr (3974408). 

Edelstahlwerke substantially discloses the claim invention. However, Edelstahlwerke do 
not disclose the magnetic body supported by two bearing, the rotor collar and guard 
rings mounted on the shaft. 
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Ferh teaches a magnetic field motor comprising a collar (12a), two bearings (3a, 3b) 
and guard rings (A&B) mounted on the shaft (2) forming axial stops on which abuts 
respective inner rings of the ball bearings for the purpose of support the magnetic body. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the magnetic motor of Edelstahlwerke with the 
teaching of Ferh's support structure for the purpose of reinforcing the magnetic core. 
6. Claim 18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Edelstahlwerke in view of Ferh as applied to claims 15-17 above, and further in view of 
Fey (4713567). 

As seen above in paragraph 5 Edelstahlwerke disclose a magnetic motor comprising 
hysteresis rings and Ferh disclose a magnetic field motor having a support structure for 
the magnetic core. However, neither Edelstahlwerke nor Ferh discloses a current supply 
shifted through a free space formed between the pole fingers. 

Fey teaches a break device comprising: a magnetic body (19) fasten to the housing and 
a current supply (53) disposed in a free space formed between the pole fingers (23,21) 
for the purpose of energizing an axial air gap current in the housing. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the magnetic motor of Edelstahlwerke with the teaching of ferh's 
support structure for the magnetic core and Fey's current supply for the purpose of 
ensuring adequate cooling of the rotor.
